Part 1 comprises clauses of the League of 
Nations Covenant, while Part 2 gives at some 
length details of new frontiers of Austria. “In 
Part 3 it is stated that Austria renounces on 
behalf of herself and Nationals in regard to 
territories ies transferred to Italy all rights to 
which she may be entitied with regatd to the 
products of ng aforesaid Austria 
recogn ises comple 
Serb-Croat-Siovene . 
plebiscite in the Klagenfurt area. 
Cognises the complete inde of the 
Crecho-Slovak State, and renounces so far as 
she is concerned in favour of Rumania all rights 
end titles over such portion of the former 
Duchy of Bukovina as lies within the frontier 
ultimately to be fixed) Rumania to 
protect the interests of the inhabitants of that 
State who differ from the majority of the popu- 
lation im race, language, or religion. 

PROTECTION OF MINORITIES. 

With regard to the protection of minorities, 
it is enacted that all Austrian Nationals shall 
be equal before the law, and shall enjoy the 
game civil and political rights, without distinc- 
tion as to rave, language or religion. Austrian 
Nationals who belong to racial, religious or 
linguistic minorjties shall enjoy the same treat- 
ment as other Austrian Nationals. With regard 
to Belgium and Laxembourg, Austria is to 
conform to al! imternational arrangements made 
respecting these countries by the Allied Powers. 

Austria will also recognise and accept all 
arrangements which the Allied Powers may 
make with Turkey and Bulgaria with reference 
to any rights, interests, and privileges what- 
ever which might be claimed by Austria.

THE TRAGIC STORY OF A LAMB. 


UNAVAILING RESCUE SCHEMES. 

Widespread solicitude was evoked for some 
time past by the sad plight of a small black- 
faced lamb, which for several weeks was 
" marooged on a grassy ledge balf way down 
the precipitous 20O-feet cliff aide at Downhill, 
Co. Derry, overlooking the Atlantic. It is be- 
liewed that the animal, tempted by the verdant 


herbage on the face of the cliff, clambered 
down, and could not retrace its steps. An at- 


i temps was made to “ round up the lamb with 


sheep dogs, bat withou, suctess, and day after 
day i grased with seeming content on iis very 
Hhmuted pasiurage. 

The cliff runa parallel to the Midland Rail. 
way track for & considerable distance, and daily 
hundreds of passengers, who learned of the 
occurrence, were on the look owt for the luck. 
lees lamb, and soliejtously speculated on its 
fate, for when the bith patch of grasing was 
eaten up the animal would slowly starve to 
death, or become too weak to maintain its pre- 
earious foothold, and topple down to destruc. 
tien on the rathway track.

noon, when a police constable, in an atiempt to 
end the animal's sufferings, opened fire on it.

managed hut to cripple it with a rifle bullet, 
Eventually, in the presence of a crowd of on. 
lookers, A young man attempted the hasardous 
climb, and siowly and painfully clambered up the
